LONDON, Mar. 10 (BWS)—The 
promptitude and ‘efficiency with 
which incendiary bombs have been 
dealt with during enemy raids has; 
resulted in the prevention of 
many fires which. might have 
Proved serious. 

‘While recording. 'the satisfactory 
progress of the organisation of 
fire prevention in London, a 
circular issued by the Ministry ol 
Home Security states that for 
stiil-further efficiency all, borough 
and district councils in the Lon- 
don Civil Defence area have been 
instructed to report arrangements 
tor fire-bomb fighting throughout 
their areaa 

The circular. emphasises that 
members of fire parties should be 
invited to assume, the: obligations 
of civil defence volunteers if they 
‘have not done so by undertaking 
to Give at least 48 hours a month 
to the work of fire prevention— 
‘not merely. at their own ,,-homes 
but wherever.: ‘required by the loca! 
authorities,
